HAMBURG, Ark.-Whcn thc boxes 


in which ballots cast in Ashley coun- 
ty in the August 28 runoff primary 
were supposed to have been placed 
by election officials here Thursday, 
it wax found thai all had been lampcr 
cd with. 


The ballots were to have been ex- 


amined in connection with thc con- 
test suit of Wade Kitchens, of Mag- 
nolia, against Congressman Tilman B. 
Parks, of Camdcn. Parks, on thc face 
of returns from thc Seventh congress- 
ional district, was renominated. 


No poll books or register of voters 


were found in any of tho boxes. Tally 
sheets wcree found in the Milo and 
Memtrosc boxes. One ccrlificalc of re- 
turns, signed by the juelccs and clerks 
wns foup'V in tl"> f.'f ".ntr;. so box. This 
showed that Kitchens received M vot- 


I os and Parks 3fi, whereas thc returns 


certified by thc Central Committee 
showed tho revcre.se—thai Kilchens 
got 36 and Parks 54 votes. In thc Port- 
land box only a

found. In the Cooler box there wns 
only ont. ballot. In the Hickory Grove 
box there was only a lead pencil. 


Keys Were Transposed 


In unlocking thc boxes il was found 


that the key labeled for Cross Roads 
unlocked Ihc Mount Zion box and 
the key to the Mount Zion box un- 
locked the Cross Roads box. Most of 
thc envelopes supposed to havc con- 
tained the ballots had been torn open. 


Most of thc boxes had been taken 


lo Ihc office of thc county clerk 
and left there since Ihe night of the 
election. A few were not delivered 
there until Friday or Saturday after 
Iho primary, it was said. 


E. C, Aiken, secretary of thc Demo- 


cratic County Central Committee, on 
Monday after thc election, in thc ab- 
sence of the county clerk, was re- 
ported to have procured the ballot 
Ijoxes from the clerk's office, taken 
them to the office of an attorney in 
the courthouse, and with other mem- 
bers of the ronmiitlec, kept them (here 
for several hours under lock an/1 key.

and other records wccr intact. 


After Ihe Central Committee had 


certified the results', Mr. Aiken said 
the boxes wccr relurned to the vault 
in thc county clerk's office and that 
the "tampering" was done,, Mr. Aiken 
asserted. The door to the lawyer's 
office did not have a lock on it" he 
added.

bergh paid for thc return of his baby 
was found. 


Immediately after the charge was 


filed Hauptmann, weary from his long 
questioning that began with his ar- 
rest Tuesday morning, was taken from 
the Bronx county courthouse to po- 
lice headquarters, where he was placed 
in the lineup for further questioning. 


There, Acting Chief Inspector John 


J. Sullivan, declared: 


"We have a perfect extortion case 


against this man." 


Sullivan added that the Lindbergh 


case is not yet completed by any 
^mcans. 


As Hauptmann appeared in the liner 


up he seemed greatly agifatcd and 
tottered as he walked to thc stand 
supported by policemen. 


The more sinister angle of the case 


appeared Friday to be unsolved—that 
is the actual kidnaping and murder of 
Baby Charles. 
J. Edgar Hoover, Justice Department 
head, and Colonel Norman Schwarz- 
kopf, head of the New Jersey state 
police, have not indicated whether 
they believe the ransom payment and 
the kidnap-murder were the work of 
separate groups.

man who is held, and his nephew, 
were rclca.sed Friday.

informed circles it was learned 


that thc Justice Department felt that 
thc kidpaping had been fully solved 
in Hauptmann's arrest. The depart- 
ment, it was said, had felt that one 
person alone—and he not a gang- 
ster—was the kidnaper. Thc belief was 
predicated upon the fact that most 
of the ransom money recovered was 
found in New York, Had gangsters 
teen involved, Ihe money would have 
been sent to other cities for distri- 
bution.

If there over was n time when n 


lesson on recognizing God in national 
affairs was appropriate :md necessary, 
surely it would be a time such as 
this in present-day America. 


Within recent years wo have seen 


the collapse of a prosperity that has 
started questioning among all Ihink- 
ing men concerning the very founda- 
tions of our society as well as the 
quality of the building that, we have 
been doing upon the foundations. 


In the main, among thinking men. 


there is no great doubt concerning 
the foundations and the! principles of 
our American democracy, but there 
is some question whether, under the 
pressure of new forcrs and new prob- 
lems, emergencies exist that call for 
a roughqr and readier method. 


It is appalling to realize the number 


o fmen and women, who a few years 
ago would have laid all the stress up- 
on tho foundations 
and 
principles, 


who are today advocating measures 
and courses that are out of harmony 
with tho deepest and most essential 
teachings of democracy.

What has a lesson like this to say 


to us in sue ha crisis? We cannot 
easily put ourselves back into the an- 
cient world when Israel was a buffer 
state in the midst of great contendin',' 
empires, or if we do so it. can be only 
in a very general way without get- 
ting the details of foreign problems 
and foreign policy in a remote state 
and time. 


We can. however, put ourselves into 


the prophetic atmosphere and catch 
something of the moral outlook and 
the moral principles that influenced a 
hero-patriot as he saw his country in 
the midst of peril, from within and 
from without.

In the main 
they emphasized what would seein 
now to be the sensible, practical fact, 
that the safety and welfare of the 
country lay rather in a high-minded 
and honest neutrality, with a concern 
on the part of the people for the in- 
tcgritv "f their own personal and so- 
cial living and a devotion lo the high 
things to which God ha dualled them. I 


It was this message that .even after 


downfall and captivity in Babylon, 
gave to Israel a ni:w restoration :»nd a 
lie wdestiny. It is this prophetic vis- 
ion of Israel's place and power in the 
world that has always been linked 
with the highest and greatest witness 
of the Jew.

Isaiah warns his people against tlu> 
prospective alliance with Egypt, He 
knc-jv that Egypt was playing its own 
selfish game, and he warned them 
that, instead of giving protection and 
deliverance, Egypt would lake their 
rich presents and exploit them for its 
own ambition.
